BURIAL PLACES OF THE ROUSH BROTHERS 

RE VOL UTIONAR Y SOLDIERS 

This historical account is unusual in two ways. First, that so many brothers had service, in the War 
for Independence, an authentic record of which is to be found for each one. 

Second, that they are buried in such close proximity to each other, remotely located from the places 

of their military service. Although, we have made extensive inquiry we have found no equal 
historical record. 

Many inquires come from across the country asking for information to determine their eligibility for 

membership in patriotic societies, such as the Sons of the American Revolution, and Daughters of 

the American Revolution. This account will furnish all needed facts for the members on this lame 
family, 1 2 3 4 5 6 

The burial places are within a little more than ten mile radius of each other. Interested persons can 
visit all the graves within a couple of hours time, following the map herewith presented. 

Copies of this document will be filed with the Congressional Library in Washington, DC and in the 

S.A.R. and D.A.R. Libraries in Washington, and the Ohio Historical Society and many other 
libraries.

These brothers and brothers-in-law have all left their mark in the world, All generations benefit by 
their contribution to Civilization in the following special ways: 

1. They were God-fearing men of high moral character, the noblest contribution which anv man 
can make for the benefit of posterity. 

2. They were men of vision who foresaw how America could benefit the world, and contributed 
much to its founding. 

3. They influenced the establishment of the public school system for America, often beginning in 
their own home, "for their own and their neighbor's children." 

4. They believed that religion as well as education was necessary to "good government of 

mankind. ALL helped to establish schools and churches in their respective communities, 
many of which still flourish today. 

5. Their dreams, their activities, the causes they promoted have received the approbation of 
succeeding generations. 

Philip Roush (1741 - 1820) 

So far as present facts are known Philip was the oldest brother, bom 1741 - died 1820. 

To Whom It May Concern: 
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I hereby certify that the name of Philip Roush appears as a private on a depreciation day list of 
Northampton County Militia, Continental Line, in the War of the Revolution. 

The name of Philip Roush also appears as Private on a "List of Arms Lost in the Battle of Nescopeck 
by the 7 Mo. Volunteer Captain John Vanetten, September 10, 1780," with the notation "Rifle and 
Appertenances" following Northampton County Militia, in the War of the Revolution. (Page 342 
Vol. IV, and page 547, Vol. VIII, Pennsylvania Archives, Fifth Series.) 

The Reverend Tyman Williams of Shenandoah County, Virginia made an important discovery for the 
Roush Family. 

This he writes: 

"When my old home "Birdswood," near Woodstock, Shenandoah County, Virginia was broken up, I 
found in the attic some papers of my great, great grandfather. Col. Abraham Bird, also original 
Member of the County Committee of Safety, having to do with the transactions of the Committee, 
and including first complete list of its members in the minutes of the first meeting. On one of five 
militia Muster Rolls that of Jacob Holman’s Company (the Mill Creek settlers of the county) are the 
names of Henry, Philip, Jacob and John Roush, Jr. 

Married Katherine Kelchner, 1765, buried in Roush Cemetery about one mile west of Cheshire, Ohio 
the above pictured stone marking his grave. They had 13 chi idren. 

John Roush, Jr. (1742 - 1816) 

Nine brothers we are told by Historians and by family tradition, served the American Army in the 
cause of Independence 1774 to 1781. John attained the rank of Captain. He seems to have retained 
that rank among his brothers. He was their purchasing agent for the 6,000 acre tract of land along the 
Ohio above Point Pleasant, Virginia. To this they all came soon after their Mother's death in 1796. 
John was Captain of the Shenandoah County Company, bom 1742, died 1816 (?). 

Captain John Roush (Shenandoah Militia) Auditor's Account 1779 - 1780 

Militia Dr. No 243 Warrant to John Tipton for provisions furnished Capt. John Roush's Company of 
Shenandoah. — 23-13-6. 

He was bom in Shenandoah County, Virginia, 1742, died in Mason County, Virginia, buried in the 
old cemetery in Point Pleasant. Married Dorothy Henkle. He was the first Sheriff of Mason County, a 
lay evangelist of the Lutheran Church, assisting the Reverend Paul Henkle, his wife’s brother. The 
above pictured stone marks his grave. Together with another Revolutionary soldier buried near by. 
They had no children. 

Balser Roush (1745 - 1845) 

(Records not available) But authentic accounts state that nine brothers served in the Revolutionary 
War. It is believed some might have served in Pennsylvania or/and New York. Some records sate that 
Balser went to Tennessee, took claim at junction of Nolachucky & Meadow (Creek) Rivers. 

Excepting one visit back to Ohio at which time Henry’s son, Balser was named in his honor, no 
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His revolutionary service is found in National Archives No. 515 General Index to Compiled Military 
Service Records of Revolutionary War Soldiers. 

Henry Roush (1752 - 1831) 

(Wife, Dorothy Nease) 

Henry Roush bom 1752 in Shenandoah Co., Va., died 1831, is buried in the Plants Cemetery on the 
front toward the river, in Meigs County, Ohio. 

The Revolutionary Record of Henry Roush as preserved in the State Library of Richmond, Va. 
contains rolls of companies of troops paid off at Romney early in the Revolutionary War; on page 29 
appears the Roll of John Tipton’s Company. Henry Rouse (Roush) was a private in this company and 
received for services 88 days, the sum of 6-12-6. A receipt signed by Captain Tipton and dated 
October 25, 1775, acknowledged receipt of the moneys to be paid by him to the various claimants. I 
declare this to be a true statement from the volume cited. Richmond, Va,, February 1, 1926, (Signed, 
Rebecka Johnston) 

They had ten children. Henry great great grandson Virgil Roush sponsored this publication. 

Mary Magdalene Roush (1748 (?) - ????) 

Wife of Lewis H. Zerkle of New Market, Shenandoah County, Virginia (Birth Dates not known) 
Davidsburg Cemetery, New Market, Va. 

Mary Magdalene Roush (Rausch) is the only member of this large family known to have remained in 
the valley. Some granddaughters did as shown elsewhere. She married Lewis Zerkle also of a large 
family. (See Roush History Vol. 1,1928, page 677 ff.) Without fixed dates it may be assumed, by 
studying the dates of known births, that she was bom about 1748. Their first bom, according to the 
baptismal records of the local Lutheran Church, 1786. According to the custom those days, they had 
a large family 14 children. Information in the Valley says they are buried in the Lutheran Cemetery 
in New Market. Some of the Zerkles came with the Roushes and Neases to Mason, Meigs and Gallia 
Counties some now using the name Circle. (Vol.l, Roush History p. 537) 

Five children have been reported for this family. 

George Roush (1761 -1845) 

This grave is in the Welden Cemetery in Racine, OH. He is the Great Great Grandfather of the writer, 
Lester L. Roush, Editor and author of the series of Roush Histories, and of this Military Record. 

Wife, Catherine Zerkelbom Aug. 14,1763, Shenandoah County, Died about i 8! 3. 

United States Department of Interior, Bureau of War Pensions, Revolutionary Section: 


"War Pension Claim S 8579 it appears that George Roush was bom in July 1761, in Shenandoah 
County, Virginia. While a resident of his native County he enlisted in the fall of 1779 and served two 
months as a private in Captain John Roush's (his Brother) Virginia Company. He enlisted in the 
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summer of 1780 and served two months in Captain Pugh’s Virginia Company. He enlisted in the 
summer of 1781 and served three months in Captain All's Virginia Company. He was allowed 
pension on his application executed October 1, 1832, while a resident of Sutton Township, Meigs 
County, Ohio. His brother, Jonas Roush who also in the Revolution makes supporting affidavit, 
George Roush moved to Mason County, Virginia 1798.” Tradition says that George and Jonas were 
in the Battle of Yorktown and saw Cornwallis hand over his sword to George Washington. (See 
History of Roush Family in America, Lester L. Roush, Vol. 1 p. 413-414) 

George Roush married, second, Catherine Wolfe, August 13,1814, one child, Hannah. (Salser). 

Jfonas Roush (1763 -1850) , ; - 

They had eight children, many of their descendants still live in the Meigs County vicinity and 
elsewhere in Ohio. 

Concerning the services of Jonas Roush in the War for Independence (Revolution) The United States 
Department of Interior Bureau of War Pensions, Revolutionary Section, sends the following: 

"I have to advise you that from the papers of the Revolutionary Pension Claims S4785, it appears that 
Jonas Roush (Rausch) was bom in September 1763, in Holman Fort, Shenandoah County, Virginia. 
While a resident of his native county he enlisted in July 1781 as a substitute for his brother Henry 
Roush (Rouse) and served three months in Captain AL or AUL or Awl’s Company, Col. Bird or 
Burt’s Virginia Regiment, was at the siege of Yorktown, and on his way to Winchester, with 
prisoners, was taken sick near Fredericksburg, and discharged. He was allowed Pension on his 
application executed while a resident of Mason County, Virginia, to which place he moved in 1798. 
His wife whose name is not stated died in February 1837, and in June of that year he moved to Meigs 
County, Ohio, to live with his daughter, whose name is not given." (See History of Roush and Allied 
Families in America, Lester L. Roush, 1928, p. 596, for complete history.) 

Elizabeth Roush (1758-1832) 

Elizabeth Roush, daughter of John Adam and wife Susannah Schlem, was bom in Shenandoah 
County, Virginia, December 18, 1758, died in Green County, Tenn. August 19, 1832. On March 6, 

1779 she was married to John Nease, of Shenandoah County, Va. He was bom January 8,1757, in 
Shenandoah County, Va. They are buried in the St. James Lutheran Cemetery a few miles south of 
Greenville, Tenn. They had 12 children. (See Roush History Vol. Ill, page 112 flf) They went from 
the Shenandoah County to the Tennessee community on the Nolachucky River where they owned 
hundreds of acres on Meadow Creek south of the Nolachucky about the same time that the Roush 
Brothers settled on the 6,000 acre tract on the Ohio north of the Kanawha River in Virginia. 

Records state that he was a soldier in the Revolutionary War. We have not had it documented. They 
had twelve children. • 

Tradition says that Balser Roush, of whom we find no records went to this Tennessee Community. 

John Adam Rausch (1711 -1786) 

John Adam Rausch emigrated to America 1736, soon settled in Shenandoah Valley, Va. John Adam 
Rausch and wife Susannah Schlem, Shenandoah Co. were the parents of the nine sons of 
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further records have been found. 

Jacob Roush (1746 -1830) 

"History of Upper Ohio Valley," published by Brant Fuller Company, Madison, Wisconsin, states that 
Jacob Roush was with General Andrew Lewis in the Battle of Point Pleasant, 1774. He is so recorded 
in the Memorial at the Comstock Monument in To Endie Wei Park in Point Pleasant. This has 
always been tradition with the descendants. 

On his tombstone in the Roush Cemetery near Cheshire, Ohio is this inscription, "Jacob Roush, Pvt. 
Barbour's Va. Reg., Rev. War, bom 1746, died 1830. (Roush)." 

Rommey and Winchester pay roll p. 29-30, lists both Jacob and Henry Roush. 

He married Catherine Fox. They are buried in the Roush Cemetery which either he or his brother 
Phil ip gave the land. Many other of younger generation of Roushes are buried in this same cemetery 
one mile west of Cheshire, Ohio. 

They had eight children; many of their descendants live in the Cheshire and adjoining communities. 

Alexander Waddell (1732 - 1834 

Alexander Waddell was bom in or near Galsgo, Scotland, in February, 1732, came to America 1755. 

• radition says he came as a soldier with Gen. Braddock, served in the French and Indian War, later 
went to the Southern part of the Shenandoah Valley, from which he served in the Revolutionary War. 
In 1771 he married Eleanor Roush (Rausch), a sister to the nine Roush brothers who served in the 
War for Independence. He is known to have lived in Staunton, Augusta Co., Virginia. (See Roush 
History Vol. II, page 422). He with his brother-in- law, Jacob Roush fought in the Battle of Point 
PIeasantl774. About the beginning of the century he and his wife, Eleanor Roush, and family came 
to Gallia County. Here many hundreds of their descendants were bom and reared and live to this day. 
He died at the age of 102, September 6,1834. Buried in what was the family cemetery, but later 
came to be known as it now is, the Hurlbert Cemetery on S. R. 141 near the Alexander Community 
named for him. 

Eleanor's stone is by the side of her husband's. She is said to have been one of the belles of the valley, 
and the many descendants named in her honor speak of respect and regard shown her. Eleanor was 
bom 1751, Shenandoah Co.died 1827 in Gallia County, Ohio. 

They had ten children, all but one attained adulthood. 

Daniel Roush (1754 - 1832) 

White Church Cemetery, Mason County. No marker, Donald F. Roush points to burial spot in the 
Roush comer of the Cemetery, beyond the first tree. 

Daniel Roush, 1754-1832, married Elizabeth, maiden name thought to be Henkle. Like the brother, 
Captain John and wife Dorothy Henkle, they had no children. He is buried in the White Church 
Cemetery in Mason County, W. Va.

The Roush (Rausch) Family Armorial Coat as recorded in Rietstap's Armorial General is 
described as follows: 

ARMS: Quarterly, first and fourth are grape with fruit ppr. on Mound Vert. Second and third gules an 
armoured Knight argent in the dexter hand a sword point up in sinister hand a fire-ball ppr. In center an 
escutcheon sable charged with a bend wavy argent. 

CREST: Between two wings sable in Knight argent plumed argent and gules, in dexter hand a sword. 

EXPLANATION OF THE ABOVE ARMORIAL COAT: 

Quarterly - the shield being divided into four equal quarters 
Or - gold denotes Generosity and Elevation of Mind 
Ppr - proper or natural color. 

Vert - green, denotes Hope, Joy and Loyalty in love. 

Gules - red, denotes Military Fortitude and Magnanimity. 

Dexter - right 
Sinister - left 

Argent - silver, denotes Peace and Sincerity. 

Escutcheon - small shield.

The Coat of Arms for the Rausch family has three known variations. All are to be found in Planche's de 
L'Armorial, de J. B. Rietstap, PL CXXXI, p. 100. Two are Bavarian and one is a Pomeranian grant. 
Bavaria is the largest republic of Germany in area and population, next to Prussia. It consists of two 
distinct and unequal portions, bavaria proper and the Palatinate of the Rhine. The coat of arms for the 
Palatine families would be granted by the ruler of Bavaria. 
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Of the Pomeranian Rausch Family to whom the coat of arms was granted, we have no further knowledge 
at this time. It may be conjectured, however, that they were of Palatine origin. The one presented 
herewith is the one adopted by the Roush Family Association of America. Both the original and 
translation are given. Most of the terms and historical accounts used in "Heraldry” are in French because 
that language prevailed while the science was growing up. The term "heraldry" gets its name from the 
heralds of the Middle Ages, who were the official representatives of the Kings and Lords. 


"Rausch de Traubenberg - Bavaria. (Nob. au St. Empire 23 dem., 1539; conf. de nob. 19 Sept., 1660). 

Ec.; aux I et 4 d’or a un cep de vigne, accole a son echalas terrasse au nat; aux 2 et 3 de gu. a un 
chevalier, tenant une sepee de sa main dextre et une grenade allumee de sa main sen. Sur le tout de sa. a 
la bande ondee d'arg. C.; 1 chevalier, iss., entre un volde sa." 

These descriptions of the Coat of Arms were supplied by J. E. Caldwell Company, Philadelphis, PA 

Rausch of Traubenberg, Bavaria (granted by the Holy Empire December 23, 1539. Another grant of 
rank or nobility was conferred by the Empire upon the family September 19, 1660). A quartered arms, 
the 1 st and 4th being charged with a grape vine supported by a pole or prop resting upon the ground. 

The 2nd and 3rd quarterings are charged with a knight holding in his hand a flaming bomb. This is 
charged in the center with a smaller shield of black, having an irregular band of silver. The crest is a 
knight placed between two black wings. 

How much the family antedated this grant of the Coat of Arms is not known. It is evident that they had 
won a place of prominence and had gained favor with the Holy Empire by 1539. This was during the 
reign of Charles V., the most important in the German annals and the most brilliant in the sixteenth 
century. 

It is evident that many of the Roush families of America with the various spellings, are of the same 
origin. Most of the families listed as emigrants as having come to America between 1732 and 1743 we 
believe to be of the same immediate families of Jacob ( F.) Rausch, 1732, the Jacob Rausch who settled 
in Windsor Township, Berk's County, Pennsylvania, and the John Adam Rausch, of 1736, the first 
ancestor of Volume I. Reference should be made to HThe History of The Roush Fa mil y in A merica." bv 
Lester Le Roy Roush, published in 1928. 

Only traditional regulations govern the use of coats of arms in America. In these pages no attempt is 
made to show that the families listed are of direct descent from those to whom any of these coats of arms 
were granted. This symbol has become ours by adoption only.

iho largest river in the eastern port of tho United State* 

1b the Ohio, the second largest tributary of the Mississippi. 

The uttermost fountain of thie river 1* In Pooahonta* County 
near the foot of Msoe Knob, one of the very highest peaks In' 
the oentral Appalachian Range. The country was discovered by 
degrees, and the pioneers were pussled by the oariles* manner 
in which a set of mountains were thrown around. They had got¬ 
ten uaed to orderly mountains that lay in parallel tows from 
the north east to the south west, ridged up like * potato patch. 
But when they orossed the Allegheny they found all sorts of 
spurs, dips and angles, and the mountains where there was 
any direction predominating seemed to lie from the couth east 
or northwest, or at right angles with the tame mountain* on 
the white man'* aid*. This condition was peculiar to Vest 
Virginia, and the geologist* tell u* that the reason w*e that 
long before the oontinent of Araerio* r*«red Itself above the 
troubled waters, that a little island, Vest Virginia, endured 
the storms of winter and the heat of suyrmsr for son* few mil¬ 
lion of yew-*. a eoientlst will concede a million of years 
W more willingly than a sohool mnrra will concede five minute* 
for reae**. So West Virginia got eroded and made mountains 
that way, and got ell it* nica, coal, Ml oil, and gas r*»dy 
for the spender*. ■ 

Th*»e strang* mountain* were bigger than the other*. And the 
long year* of erosion had made the land rich, end th* forests 
overawed the pioneer, end he went but * little way fearfully, 
and settled because the land was rich. But they did get the 
river* mixed up. So they called the big river the Ohio to the 
forks at Pittsburgh, and then they named It the Vonongshsla, 
to Another forks, and then oallsd it the Tygnrts Valley River 
to It uttermost fountain, and there it abutted on another 
river so close that a single step take* you from one to th* 
other, and that 1* th* Chest River that join* with the Monogahela 
at Point Marlon, and being the most eastern branoh of th* wsstwar 
flowing river and fully a* long, or rather reaching farther than 
th* Tygnrt* Valley, it might be considered th* uttermost fountain 
for It got* the fygarts River a few *t«p», or at l***t on* *t*p, 
or one span, farther from th* Mississippi*

Shavers Mountain ie a continuation of Bsok Allegheny 
Mountain to the north. MorMh of the Btpunton end Parkersburg 
Turnpike, it is Sharers Uoutaln. It ie the mountain to the 
west in eight from the train windows between Durbin and Olsdy. 

At Glady it ie the mountain that the tunnel rune through. And 
it is one of the biggest, most upstanding of all fche mountains. 

Eli avers Mountain walls in Shavers Fork of Oh eat 
on the erst side, looking across at Cheat Mountain on the other 
side of that stream. 

Shavers Run is a sizable atrerm starting in Cheat Mountain 
and flowing rest to Tygarts Salley River coining into the river 
at Valley Pend. The tourist will be able to identify this run 
by noting that it oomes in norlh of the large town of Mill Creek, 
Just opposite to where a road turns to the left to the Rich Moun¬ 
tain side. It wf b on this run that Peter Bhi-ver settled about 
the year 1772, and built a homestead, and where he me killed 
by the Indians in April, 17B1. Fe had been an Indian ranger 
for yearo during the Revolutionary “ar, and w*e killed In front 
of his house In tho last ye»r of the war, end in the very last 
raid of Indians that far east. 

Withers, tho authority, leavee out more names of victims 
than he reoorde. Thin Ie explained by the fact that Withers 
wrote work from the great mass of material accumulated 

by Millina Keeker and William Powers, two Indian fighters, 
who set down dates and narass and occurrences. Withers as 
a college graduate and lawyer of Clarksburg undertook the 
oontract of making » book Iron this material for Joseph Israel, 
printer, and it is said that failure to pay him, caused Withers 
to bring the work to as h'-ety a conclusion as ralf^it b* com¬ 
patible with producing a book that had some fippearttnes of 
being finiahed. 

Withers aayE 6f the Tygarte Valley massacre of ## 17B1, 
in effect tlmt the Roneys, Daughtertye, Hornbscks, Buffington 
and Many Others wara killed. The populous oountry between 
Huttonsville nnd Elkins was ravaged. The house* nearly all 
burned. And all the inhabitants gone, being either killed, 
captured, or driven east over tho mountains. Being the most 
eastern of the north-western settlements and being driven _ 
east would account for failure to list the nones of the killed. 
The Indian rangers out of Clarksburg oould not tell who was 
killed or who was fleeing for safety. All that they knew was 
that the rich valley was denar ted. There Is enough evideno* 

however to *ead one to believe that this was the gr*at«t . 
massacre of West Virginia, not excepting Olendenin s snd

The story of the Shaver family is *ell knit into tha history

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have built up in n few geherstions the greatest nation that the 
world has ever seen. As eoon as the pioneer breed had time to 
breathe, efforts were made to record the herole life and times 
of the conquerors of the wilderness. Mu oh was lost by negleot, 
and thoujtfi the day is somewhat lnte, yet we are in « better 
position to honor their memorise by recounting their exploits, 
than any generation that will come after ue. 

The immigrant, Paul tihsver, had a eon Paul Sharer, born 
on the Bouth Branch of the Potomao in the year 1759. Thle has 
been denied, and other branches of the Hhnver family hare tried 
to claim him, but there is not the slightest doubt In my mind 
but that he ia the Paul Sharer of Paul Sharer*s Pun, Pendleton 
County. Re made hie declaration for a pension in the year 1832 
in lewis County, he was in the army that marched on Vincennes, 
in 1779, ### under Col. G. R. Clark, kor a full end sympathetic 
account of this great campaign, see winsgon Churchill's, The 
Crossing. 

Paul PhFirer first served in 1776, at the age of serenteen 
under ## Jacob Warrick. That whole season he watched the war 
road in Randolph County. Buring that year he deteoted Indime 
on three different occasions. 

In the year 1777, he ewrved ns a ranger under Captain 
titunrt, of Greenbrier County, first at West's Jort, «t Jane 
lev, then at Westfall's Port, at Beverly, and then at ####4 
Warrick's fort, at Green Bank. Be wee discharged# in Movem- 
ber. 

In the spring of 1778, he migrated to Kentucky where 
ILouisville con stande. Was drafted in July of that 
year to go on a tour of three month* into Illinois County under 
Captain Kincaid, under 9. R. Clark. Bid not succeed in 
bringing the Indians to n fight. 

In the winter of 1778 or spring of 1779, Col. OlRrk again 
conceived the notion of marching into the Illinois, county as 
it wan than called, and Paul bhaver volunteered for six months. 
Be was at the taking Kaeknskiss and was left thare with his 
bid commander Captain /nrir*w kinnoid. Re revolunteered and in 
all spout eighteen months on this cnmnaign, and returned with 
a bad wound in hie leg received at Anrtersontown, which had not 
yet healed, though more than fifty years after. 

^ere is another record of this same Paul bhaver serving 
an <ri ranger and epy in the ye«r 1770, the year of first set¬ 
tlement in Tygartn Valley. I think thie must have been 1772. 

It on been questioned on account of the youth of Paul Hhnver. 
But whether he was 11 years old, or 13 years old, I do not 
consider that young for that kind of service in pioneer time#* 
Ask the first bov scout that you meet. 

This Is about nil the space I have to knit together the 
widely scattered strands of the story of Shavers 7ork, Thers 
Is a tremendous possibilities in the story. But I want to 
mention one otner thing, to put the historians on the trail: 

The fact that the Indians destroyed the Tygarte Valley 
settlements as early in the year ns April, and that they had 
come from the upper Ohio country, caused suspicion to be 
directed against the ######### Hornyinn Indians. These were 
the Indians who had embraced Christianity and who trying to 
lire at peace with both whites and reds received nothing but 
hostility from both* *nd commencing with the Tygnxte Valley 
mftEFPcre events led up by successive stages to a raid on 
them, and an execution of every one of these Indians as the 
result of a hasty military trial, in the spring of 1782.

The circumstances of the killing of Peter Shaver by 

the Shawnee Indians are about as foiloweViz,• Just after 

his service in the militia expired h<" was at home and 
his wife 

himself,his father andold man,went a short distance away 

on an errand or to do some work. In the evening the old 

man gaul and the young wife of Peter started back to th 
cabin both riding one horse as was the custom, 'ete^him 
self afoot took a shortcut to the cabin and arrived firs 
by a few minutes. When Paul and Pe terns wife came riding 
up she noticed something lying in the n path near the fron 
door and putting her had to her face exclaimed Peter is 
killed and the old man tried to quiet her by saying it 
is a log rolled into the path but when they came a lit 
tie closes the truth was seen. Peter had been scalped 
but few minutes before and upon ascertaining this they 
fled on horseback to some distant neighbors. I am not no 
sum but think one child was also killed and three not 
found were saved and three or four motnhs after FRAHCIS 
who was my ancestor,was born with the mark of his mother 
s hand on his face,as the story goes-a large birth mark. 
This of course attributed then as very frequently now to 
the fri^ght she got at the sight of her husband lying 
dead in the path. She and his father Paul of course bare 
ly escaped as Peter had taken the nearer route only few 
minutes ahead of them. 

All this occurred at the mouth of bhaver Run,a little br 
that comes down out of GHMMIE-IMMM Shaver Mountain near 
"everly or Huttonsville but across the river,Valley Riv 
cr. 

It will be noticed that George,the eldest eon of

Paul,as heir apparent joind in deed with hie mother 
conveying land in this section and that the oth'-r 
brothers did not join as they did not at that time 
inherit along with the eldest son.

Tnis is part of an article on 
the Poage family in Virginia. 

Two brothers, Robert and John ' 

"proved their importation at 
their own charges” at Orange 
Courthouse in 1740. The Po-j 
cahontas Poages are the de-’ 1 
scendanls of Robert Poage, i ! 
who settled between Staunton 
and F ort Defiance. His wife 
was Elizabeth Preston. An ac¬ 
count of the Poage3 is given in 
Price's Historical Sketches of 
Pocahontas County,” but this 
article gives some interesting 
information—From a Staun¬ 
ton Newspaper. 

The Poage family was a 
prominent one in and near 
Staunton, Virginia, in the years 
following the arrival of the first 
members as pioneer settlers, 
two hundred and more years 
ago. 

One of them, Colonel James 
Poage, left Staunton, went to I 
Kentucky, and then to Ohio, 
where he founded a new town 
he called Staunton. Later the 
name was changed to Ripley. 
This caused us to do some per¬ 
sona! research at this end of 
the line. 


We visited the old and new 
cemeteries at Fort Defiance, 
both associated with Old Stone 
Presbyterian Church, to see 
how many readable stones 
marked the graves of mem¬ 
bers of the Poage family. We 
found, too. that occas’onslly 
the name was spelled Poague. 

As pointed out there are two 
cemeteries at Fort Defiance: 
The one near the church and a 
much older burial ground east 
of the present manse. Whether 
an early, frame church once 


stood near the older cemetery 
is not known, but normally a 
cemetery usually was closely lo¬ 
cated in relation to the church. 

In th : s older cemetery, which 
is enclosed with a sturdy stone 
wall and the grass within the 
enclosure well kept are several 
stones bearing the name Poage 
or Poague. Some of these in¬ 
scriptions include: 


Our father. Major William 
Poage, born Ma r ch 18, 1781, 
died September 23, 1855. 

Thomas Poage, Captain, An¬ 
derson’s Company, Virginia, 
1740-1803. 

John Poage, member of Cap¬ 
tain Doyle's Company, Fifth 
Virginia Regiment Wounded 
March 23, 1862, in the Battle 
of Kerns Town, died March 
26, 1862. 

The most imposing stone, also 
erected in recent years, says: 

Sacred to the memory of 
Robert Poage, immigrant from 
Ireland 1739, elder in Augusta 
Stone Church 1740; justice first 
commission of the peace Aug¬ 
usta County 1745; died in 1774; 
his wife, Elizabeth Preston. 

In this old cemetery also is 
the grave of the Rev. John 
Craig, D. D. The inscription 
says: ‘Commencer of the Pres¬ 
byterian ministerial in this 
place; 1740 to April 21, 1774; 
faithfully discharged hie duties 
to the same”.

If any of the pupils were tardy and did 
not have an eligible excuse they were not allowed 
to go out and play during recess, Mustoe 
McLaughlin liked to spend time with the lady 
teacher so when she asked him why he was tardy 
he told her he had to salt the geese.

Oliver (aged 4 yrs.)‘to school with her for her first 
grade.

TOP ALLEGHENY SCHOOL 

About the time the old Log Church stood 
along the Staunton and Parkersburg Pike, short¬ 
ly after the Civil War. a schoolhouse was built at 
the intersection of the Green Bank Road and the 
Pike. Here the older settlers of the Mountain 
attended school About 1900, or near the time 
the new church was built, a new school house was 
erected joining the North East corner of the 
church lot facing the Battle Grounds. It was later 
moved on down the Pike about a mile in the big 
bend of the road between the church and Lee 
Wilmoth home as all the children lived in that 
area. Charles and Sam Spencer and K.B* Wil¬ 
moth taught there until they retired. Later Estes 
Crist, Flora Phillips and Opal Giilispie were 
teachers. Closed in 1945. 

TRAINER SCHOOL 

Located on Rt. 92 16 mile north of the Green¬ 
brier county line. In use by 1912 but was closed 
by 1920. 

TRUMP RUN SCHOOL 

Located on Trump Run about 16 mile above 
the Greenbrier River, Established in the 1920’s 
Closed in 1936. 

WANLESS ELEMENTARY 

SCHOOL 

The Wanless Elementary School was located 
on Back Mountain, five miles from Cass in what 
was then known as the Wanless Community, It 
was situated near the highway, on a bank just 
above the Henry Kesler home. It was a typical 
one-room school with a pot-belly stove, a water 
cooler, an old fashioned blackboard and desks 
and chairs, which accomodated two pupils. This 
school was later moved just across the road from 
the Wanless Cemetery on the Wanless Siding 
Road, as it was known at that time, and it became 
known as the “Rack Allegheny School’ 1 
Many memories exist in the minds of those 
who attended this school. Boys and girls were 
mischievous in that day, just as they arc today. 
One day a Spelling Bee was in session, which was 
a frequent pastime as well as a learning experi¬ 
ence, A student who had been spelled down, went 
to the blackboard and with the teacher’s back to 
him, wrote the words on the board as the teacher 
pronounced them. One of the students informed 
the teacher of what was going on. She dtsquali-

activities included among other things, cutting 
household article pictures from catalogues and 
pasting them on cardboard boxes to make hous¬ 
es. Arguments over just who some of the pictures 
belonged to (since things would get mixed up 
with two sitting together) were frequent but 
somehow were settled. These things are laugh¬ 
able now but they were mountains to the ones 
involved at that time* A one-room school had 
advantages as well as disadvantages* Maybe 
more advantages than can ever be measured; 
This perhaps can be disputed, but be that as it 
may. Back Allegheny School produced some 
wonderful citizens.

WATOGA SCHOOL 

Located in the lumber town of the same name. 

In use by 1908. After the mill shut down the land 
was sold to the Watoga Land Association which 
attempted to develop a community for black 
people. Thus the school was changed to one for 
black students. It was closed in 1942. 


THE WESLEY CHAPEL 
SCHOOL 

The Wesley Chapel School was built by Will 
and Ed Taylor in 1910 on land loaned by James 
and Nelia Taylor. The school was located about 
300 yards down the road from the church. The 
school board furnished the desks for the school 
The inside was plastered above the beaded wain¬ 
scoting * The school had three windows on each 
side* The pot bellied coal stove with heat direct¬ 
ing jacket around It was located in the right 
corner as the room was entered. A cloak room 
was passed through to get into the schoolroom* 
The smaller desks were on the left as the room 
was entered* The rows of desks were larger 
moving to the right. The teacher's desk and 
recitation bench were in the front of the room. In 
1937 there was a 4 gallon stone water cooler with 
a cracked lid on it that was kept on a shelf in the 
left hand corner as the room was entered. There 
were forest designs on the outside of the cooler 
including a large buck deer* The cooler was 
broken and replaced with a barrel shaped white

]o\^ 2 Preston William Hank Wooddell {Joseph, Thomas, Joseph, Thomas), bom 15 Aug 

1832, Pocahontas Co., VA(WV), died 8 Nov 1864, Martinsburg, VA(WV). Burial site 

unknown. Married 16 Sep 1852, Pocahontas Co., VA(WV), Harriet Rhodes Adkison, 

bom 1828, died 16 Dec 1862 (Family source)/23 Jan 1863 (Grave marker), daughter 

of Abel Adkison. Harriet was buried in a small family plot on the South Fork of 

Deer Creek (Rosin Run), Pocahontas Co., WV. This small cemetery was desecrated 

by timber logging operations and only four native stone grave markers are intact. 

A letter from Preston to his mother and step-father, dated 17 Jan 1863, makes two 

separate inquiries about the health of his children but does not mention his wife, 

which points to the possibility/probability that Harriet did indeed die on 16 Dec 

1862 and the children were in the care of their paternal grandmother on 17 Jan 1863. 

The hand chiseled inscription on her native stone marker lists the date of death 
23 Jan 1863. 


Preston, a house-joiner and farmer, enlisted in Co. F, 19th Virginia Cavalry, CSA, 
at Hillsboro, Pocahontas county, on 1 Apr 1863 according to official records; how, 

eV0 f”' referenced above, dated 17 Jan 1563, indicated he was already a 

member of the Confederate forces at Hillsboro. His military record in the Virginia 
State Archives lists the following: 


P. W. H. Wooddell, 4th Corporal, Co. F, 19th VA Cav. Enlisted 1 Apr 1863, Hillsboro 
VA(WV) by Col. W, L. Jackson. Term, 3 years. 

Muster, dated 29 Feb 1864 - Last paid by Capt. Rocke on 1 Dec 1863. 

Muster, dated 31 Oct 1864 - Wounded and captured 22 Sep 1864. 

Admitted to Sheridan D. Hospital, Winchester, VA from field on 24 Sep 1864. 
Diagnosis: Very serious thigh wound. 

Transferred to General Hospital, Martinsburg, VA(WV), 12 Oct 1864. Admitted, 

19 Oct 1864. 

Wound: Compound common fracture of thigh, upper third. 

Operation: Amputation of upper third, thigh, circular operation. 

Result: Died 8 Nov 1864; exhaustion. Age 25. 

Surgeon: W. S. Love, Provisional Army, Confederate States. 

A letter from a comrade-in-arms, Matthew John McNe el, written 6 Jan 1937 to 
Preston's youngest child, George Preston Davis Wooddell, follows. Some of Mr. 
McNeel's recollections were not exactly correct. It is understandable that his 
comrades thought Preston had died on the battlefield. 

"My Dear George and Elizabeth, 

ro ^ e avBr horse back one day last week. We got our heads together 
an- wrote up the enclosed paper in behalf of your father's memory - "* - • • 

Preston Wooddell, Sr. was a Civil War soldier and belonged to the 19th VA Cavalry. 
The officers of this Regiment were General Jubal Early and Col. W. T. Thompson who 
commanded the Regiment. Capt. William L. McNeel. 1st Lt. George W. Siple, 2nd Lt. 
Woods Price and 3rd Lt. John J. Beard. Preston Wooddell was killed at Fisher's 
Hill, VA on Sept, the 19th, 1864. So far as is known he died on the battlefield 
and was buried there. He was an honest man, a fine citizen, and a brave and fear¬ 
less soldier. His comrades, Bill Sheets, the Hartman boys, the Hull boys, etc. 
were a gallant band of men and belonged to the "Wild Cat" men. The Battle of 
Winchester, VA lasted all day. As the soldiers fell back towards Fisher's Hill, 
they were given mattocks and shovels to throw up breastworks* We worked all night 
to be ready for the enemy the next morning - and but for some desultory shelling - 
back and forth - on the morning of the 19th, the real battle did not begin until 
late in the day and continued until sundown. We were ordered to go "double quick" 
to the help of our men on the left as the enemy had captured our breastworks. 
emforcements of fresh troops were rushed in so rapidly by the enemy that we had 
uo time for order or adjustment. Our men were weary to the point of exhaustion,
